Of the several socinl fiinctioDB in 
bonor of St. I'at rick's (lay in and 
around the Falls' Cities, none 
brou^t forth a larger crowd of fair 
women and able men than did the 
Hibernian banquet at the Gait House 
Wednesday nipht. It was in Lent 
and on a day of abstinence from 
flesh meat besides, b\it M:ina>fer 
O'Sbaughnessy showed them that 
tbero were viands just as appetizing 
as Tenison, beef or birds. Fish and 
veffetables with dainty ices were 
served in ln'fittinfj- style, ami ail left 
praising the cuisine of the (ialt 
aonae. 

But After the physi<^l man had 
been fully satisfied the v-ommiltee 
on Arran^ments prorided a feast 
for the brain and the heart of erery 
Hibernian man and woman. County 
President P. J. Welsh was toast- 
maater and although it was his first 
essay in that line, he acquitted him- 
self in excellent st\le. It was he 
who welcomed tlic (.-nests with a 
"Caed .Mille Failhe," inid who made 
happy introductions of each of the 
speakers. While the bani|uet was in 
propress Collins' orchestra playea 
Irish melodies .ind martial music, and 
at tlif close of the evening all joined 
in siufriiifr "I'he Harp That Once 
Thro' Tara's Halls." 

After his welcoming address and 
hia tribute to the Lilies' Auxiliary. 
County Prerfdent Welsh Introduce < 
State President (leorire J. Hntler. 
whose theme was "HIbernianisni." 
Mr. Butler was Interesting, brie^ 
and to the point He said tlicre was 
nottiin;,' hijrhcr. rintliinir nobler in 
tenipor:il riffniis than the motto of 
the orilci- rricndship. Inity and 
Christian Cliiirity. He told how tlw 
order was increasing In menibcrslii|i. 
and he appealed to Kentucky Hiber- 
niana to make the order aa stroiitr 
here as It Is in other seotions of the 
country. 

Attorney J. J. Karanagh was quite 

poetic in his remarks, and used many 
pretty figures of speech aa, for In- 
stance: "Ireland! There is magic in 
the very name. It annihilates both 
time and space. It carries us beyond 
the seas and we stand on her sacred 
soil. Listen! You can hear the 
music of the bells of Shandon. see 
rising through the mists ttic_ sham- 
rock clad hills of Tara, yonder the 
sweet vale of Avoca lies before you, 
here lay in all their lovely eharm and 
silvery beauty Killarney's lakes." 

In his peroration Mr. Kavanagh 
■aid: "My friends, we can not, and 
we aboold not, forget the paat. We 
■hpuM dwelt loTlngly on the saorl- 
fices and unaelfishnes of those who 
have gone before. Let us, my 
friends, strive to emulate, insofar 
we can, the splendid example set by 
those of other dajs. Let us, even in 
this work-a-<lay world, put aside 
jealousies and prejudices and petty 
quarrels and, united for a <-onini<)n 
cause, the progress, advancement and 
ultimate freedom of Ireland, so live 
that we may be worthy of her golden 
and unforgotten past; that these 
words may be truly said of us: 
"fiouls of fire, like" columns pointing 

Flame-like upward to the skies; 
Oloiloaa browa yfhkii Ood'a anqoint- 
Ing 

Consecrated altar wise. 
Stabilesa hearts, like temples olden. 

Nona bnt priest hath ever trod; 
Hande as pure aa were the golden 

Staves wnich bore the ark of God.* " 

County Vice President Joseph 
Lynch responded to the toast. "Good 
of the Order." He eulogized the men 
who established the order in the old 
land and in the new, and urged the 
present memliers to follow in the 
footsteps of their predecessors ^jt 
they wish to see the order flourish 
and' win its prt^er plaee In the com- 
munity. 

Attorney William P. MoDonogb 
paid tribute to the Irish in America, 

and recalled deeds or prowess per- 
formed by sons of Erm in the United 
States from the Kevolutionary war 
to the present time. Among other 
things he said: "Kight in this coun- 
try we sought refuge. The land of 
the free and the home of the brave 
•was open to us whan ou» own soil 
was fortified against us by the foe- 
man. We came here and were r»< 
«eived with open arma, aad we have 
repaid «h« debt of mtttade by be- 
coming a factor In the bneiaeas and 
industrial world." 

Miss Mary Corcoran spoke for the 
Ladles' Auxiliary, and fave an epit- 
ome of that body's history in Louis- 
ville as well as throughout the nation. 
She said the good done by the 
local division of the auxiliary could 
not be estimated. She closed t>y urg- 
ing all members of the auxiliary to 
attend the ball to be given at the 
Onlt House on Raster Tuesday night 

"The Ladies" was the delicate sub- 
;!ect assigned to Attorney Tatrl'-k T. 
Sullivan, vet he did not balk at the 
task. He paid high tribute to the 
women of Ireland from the time of 
St. Brlirld to the present day. He 
declared the danghfers of Frin to be 
faithful. L'entle. loving, kind and a 
ere<lit to Ireland, or to any country 
in which thev resided. 

Mlornev Thomas Walsh made the 
principal add;»s« of the evening In 



response to the toast, 'The Day We 
Celebrate." Although Mr. Walsh was 
in a happy vein, there was' a deep 
tinge of religious reverence running 
through his address. In speaking of 
I.St. Patrick he said: "They have made 
I him the most popular saint in the 
history -)f the world. Fvcrybody loves 
St. I'atrii-U, everybody has heard of 
him, c\ci\\bod\ venerates his mem- 
or.v and applaiuis the great deeds 
that he performed long ago in con- 
verting Ireland to Christianity. Now, 
my friends, we all love St. Patrick 
because he is the apostle of our coun- 
try. He. like Moses of old, led our 
forefathers oat of the land of dark- 
neea and of bondage lato (be light 
of day and into the glorious revela- 
tloaa of Cha New' Testament. He led 
us into the promised land, better and 
sweeter for us all by the smiles and 
tears, the song and laughter of Its 
handsome women and brave men. 
.St. Patrick was the real emancipator 
of our race." 

In conchisio7i Mr. Walsh said: 
"And let me observe in this connec- 
tion that wherever you find the Irish, 
whether in public f>r in private life, 
whether marching in processions or 
deliberating in assemblies upon ques- 
tions of public policy intended for 
the public good, yon will abraya find 
Hibernians in the' forefrohi of the 
van by their oounsel and wisdom, 
leading their followers onward in 
the achievement of all things that 
tend to prompt the best interest and 
welfare of theic race, .^nd among 
other things, you will notice that 
wherever .vou may discover them 
upon the face of this rotmd globe 
as the .years go by. you w »il find 
them celelirating St. Patrick's day by 
song and speech and story, even as 
we are celebrating It here tonight."

The funeral Caot. John U'Oaly. 
who died at Uie famQy residence, 7U5 
Fk>rence Place, on Friday morning of 
last week, took place from St. Louis 
Bertrand's ctiureh on Monday morn- 
ing. The deceased was seventy-five 
years of age and u native of Indiana, 
but had spent the greater part of his 
life in Louisville. C'apt. <>'l>aly wnt 
a blacksmith by trade, but at the 
outbreak of the civil war espoused 
the Federal cause and was maoe Cai>- 
tain of a company of volunteers that 
served throughout the war. After 
i>eace was declared he returned to 
Louisville and resumed his trade of 
blacksmith. He was quiet, bu>f^ 
fensive, a hard worker, steady, eoMr, 
a kind Ini.sband and an affectionate 
fathei. For more than forty years 
he had resided with his family in St. 
Ixiuis Hertrand's parish. 

Forty-seven years ago Capt, O'Dal.v 
married illaa Sarah Murphy, of this 
city, who surrlvae bim. As a result 
of this union the following children 
were bom: Eugene O'Daly, of Ver- 
sailles; Joseph, Thomas and JohQ 
O'Daly, Jr., and Misses Alice and 
Sarah O'Daly. All of them survive 
their father and were with him when 
the end came. He is also survived 
by a brother, iOugi-iic O'Daly, acting 
Ciiief of detectives, and the senior 
detective in that bureau. \ few 
years ago his aister, jSlster Hllde- 
garde, a well beloved Sister of Char- 
ity, died at Nasareth .\cademy. 

His funeral, which took place from 
St. Louis Bertrand's cliurch Monday 
morning, wa* well attended br P^ny 
old friends and comrades in arms.

TRITE TAU FROM O'CONNOR 



"The leaders of the Irislj Parlia- 
mentary party are standing pat on 
the proposition to put the same 
questions to every Liberal candidate 
hereafter, as tbey did to Winston 
Churchill. These questions were: 
Are you in fu\or of home rule, mean- 
ing thereby an Irish Parliament with 
an executive responsible thereto, for 
the management of Irish affairs'.' 
.\re you ready to use your influence 
to have home rule made a leading 
issue at thel next general election?" 

Thus writes Bon. T. P. 0*Coaaor In 
his last budget to the Chicago Tri- 
bune. And he continues: "A mo- 
ment's reflection will make you un- 
derstand why the second question 
was even more important than the 
first. No Liberal nowadays is op- 
posed in principle to home rule for 
Ireland, but that is not the difficulty. 
The real diffii ult.\ is that adhesion to 
home rule as a |irinciple may mean 
two different and indeed almost con- 
flicting things either that home 
rule is simply a i)iiiu.s opinion to be 
held in the recesses of the individual 
politician's conscience or that it is a 
4iving and active issue which blndf 
the Liberal party- to prc^se and 
carry it on to law at the first pos- 
sible opportunity. 

"This strange and evatt 'paradoxical 
tate of affairs Is due to the fact 
that Asqulth, BtMtme, Grey and the 

I her leaders of the Liberal Imper- 
ilist section of the Liberal jfarty 

had pledged themselves not to pro- 
pose home rule in the present Parlia- 
(••n tlicii- excuse being that they 
iiii'l Knsrlislimen to concentrate 

II I he struggle l)ct«ec.i free trade 
and protection. The liish National- 
ists are determined lliat no such 
situation shall arise again.'' 

Mr. O'Coiuior also writes interest- 
ingly of the negotiations between 
Hon. Arthur Dewur, a Scotch lawyer, 
and the Irish Executive, of which the 
writer, Redmond, Dillon, Devlin and 
other leaderaar* members. He tolls 
how the former Lord Advocate, 
uhicb is Scotch for Attorney Gen- 
eral, Was boosted into the House of 
Lords. As a 'result of tUs vacancy 
Dewar was made Solicitor General, 
md the acceptance of office fom- 
|iclled him to resign his seat in South 
Kdingurgh and to stand for re-elec- 
tion. In South F.dinburgh there is 
big Irish vote, and of course the 
two questions became \ery im- 
portant in his case. To (|UOte .\Ir. 
O'Connor again: 

'I)e«ar is a home ruler of twenty 
years' standing, and he took the first 
pl(vlge at on<-c. Itut h(- also balked 
at the second (|uestion. and while 
ready to say that the sooner home 
rule was settled the better, and that 
it shall always hold a plaee in the 
forefront of the Liberal programme, 
he would not utter tha sacramental 
words, 'One of tbe leading issues at 
the next general election.' This 
made it clearer than ever that the 
issue must be fought out at these 
eli'itions, and that if it were necc-- 
i) \ ]\: ■Mil.-i- t i awaken Liln-ral lead- 
ers to I lie ^;iini reality of the situa- 
tion and of the Irish deuuind, the 
Irish voters should lielp to put in i 
Thr^ . Itut again tlii- vote f(»r a 
Tory, alw ays objci I ionable to Irish 
Nationalists, \vas ina<le more so by 
the fact tlia; :it that moment there 
was going on .1 debate in the House 
of Commons in which the 'cajrion 
crows,' as Blrrell once wittily called 
the Orangemen from Ulstor, were 
engaged in their usual oampain of 
hate and calumny against freland, 
and were once more demanding^ 
coercion. 

"So day after day they sat, ad- 
journitig, telegraphing, negotiating, 
until at last it came to Friday l>efore 
the eleeti..n, an<l even then negotia- 
tions seemed as far as ever from a 
atisfaetory conclusion. .\nd the 
meeting of the executive, which 
slarte(i at half past 13 o'clock, lyid 
to be postponed fill half past 4. Hut 
then an intimation was given that no 
further delay was possible. By half 
past 4 — and not a moment before— 
there came the message that Dewar 
would give the required answers; 
which meant, of course, that the 
leaders of tite Liberal party were in 
agreement. 

"That night Irish offkials and 
speakers were on their way to Glas- 
gow. Fvery one felt that tfie result 
of that election might lie important, 
but that whatexcr happened the 
crisis had givjn a great step forward 
to the cause of Ireland: had brought 
home rule once more onto the fore- 
froivt of the great political fight in 
the jPcMdl eeastituencles, and that 
was Joyfnl news whatever else fol- 
lowed. 

"Ireland is rather in the back- 
ground In the House of Commons, 
and the center of interest has been 

transferred to Dublin, where even 
Timothy Healy has refused to back 
WillKim V. O'Rrien further, and the 
whole controversy has onh- served to 
s.Oidfy the masses of the Irish people 
Ml ffiv,)!- (if the policy of John Hcd- 
niond and his colleagtie.i."

4(M) and ".on llil>ernians and members 
of the Ladies' .Vuxiliarv attended the 
6:30 o'clock mass at St. Patrick's 
church in the morning, and all ap- 
proached holy communion. The V.ery 
|{e\. Father James P. Crouin, whD 
celebrated the mass, preached a brief 
sermon appropriate to the occasion 
and complimented the order on its 
large attendance. He admonished ali 
to be as true to the faith as their 
ancestors had been in Ireland, and to 
love (iod and their ludghbors.

Land- 
lordism, the curse that had scattered 
the race all over the world, is almost 
dead. Thousands of the tenant farm- 
ers now own their own lands, I.and- 
liirdism condemned the Irish to a 
life of poverty and toil without an.v 
hope of prosjieritv. When all the 
people of Irelaml own their own land, 
said .fudge O'Doherty. no name will 
stand higher than Michael Dnvilt, 
the father of the Land League. H"* 
also dwelt upon Daniel O'Connell and 
his efforts to secure the repeal of 
the union, which had been brought 
about by bribery and corruption. He 
urged Hibernians to follow O'Con- 
nell - e\ainpl«'. to be earnest and 
faithful in tlieii- work for Ireland. 
The spirit of ( hri-t anil of the 
church must animate them in all 
their imdertakings. 

Charles J. FInegan announced that 
Division 1 and the Ladies' Auxiliary 
would give a ball at tbe Gait House 
on Eaator Tuesday night. He ex- 
tended an invitation . to all Hiber- 
niuns to co-operato with them in this 
undertaking. County Vice President 
Lynch suggested "that hereafter 
when the Hibernians wanted to 
honor St. Patrick by receiving holy 
communion in a bod\ that a .Sunday 
be chosen upon which other societies 
did not approach the sacrament. 
iLawrenoe J. Maokey auggested the 
appointment of a oommittee to select 
speakers and snbjeets and to make 
other aacesary arrangements for tn;
